N Att paſled in the Years 92 and 93, Granting to His Majeſty an Aid of 

four Shillings in the Pound upon Lands, &'c. by virtue of which the Pariſi 

of St. George did aſſeſs Three thouſand ſeventy three Pounds lixtcen SFullinzs 

and Six Pence : Since then the ſaid Pariſh is abated in the value of the Ren:s 
almoſt one halt; occaſioned by a late Att of Parliament for regulating Abulſes 

in Priſons and pretended priviledged Places, as may appear by the Kzzg:s- 
Bench: Priſon; being 1n the above Years, rated at fourteen hundred Pounds , 
ner [ Ann. which Sum the preſent Marſhall in 1699, (by appeal upon Oath) abated to four 
hundred Pounds per Ann. the Rents of the Houſes are fallen proportionably : Notwithſtanding 
the Pariſh did raiſe, by virtue of an AQ paſled in 97 and 95S, Granting to His Majeſly an Ai1 
of Fourteen hundred forty eight thouſand and fiftcen Pounds, fifteen Shillings and cleven pence 
three Farthings, to be raiſed upon Lands, &. Two thouſand three hundred and four Pounds, 
fre Shillings and eight Pence Halt-penny, (which Sum 1s the three fourths of what was aſ- 
ſfſed on the Pariſh in 92 and 93) to raiſe which the Landlords did pay Four Snillings and two 
pence in the Pound ; and many Landlords having the Misfortune of ſome Houſes empty, paid 
more to the Tax than halt of what they received for Rent. | 
| And by another Act paſſed 98 and gg, Granting to His Majeſty an Aid of fourteen hundred 
forty eight thouſand and fifteen pounds, fifteen Shillings and eleven Pence three Farthings, to 
| heraiſed upon Lands, &c. (and now colleCting) the Proportion which the faid Pariſh muſt 
raiſe is two thouſand three hundred and tour Pounds, tive Shillings and eight Pence Half-penny ; 
raiſe which the Landlords mult pay more than hve Siullings 1n the Pound : and thoſe rhat 
hve many Houſes, and ſome of them empty, will pay more than half their Renr, beſides 
ſome of thoſe that are inhabited ; the Poverty of the Tenants is ſuch, That the ColleQors 
cannot find Goods ſufficient to diſtrain for the Tax which Truth (it necediul) can be made 
erident by the Collectors and others.

ln the Mint and Rules, (which is two thirds of the Pariſh), the Houſes which in 93, lett at 
dl. per Ann. are now in 99, lett at 127. per Anz. others that went at lefſer Rents are fallen in 
Proportion ; beſides a great Number of Houſes empty, as will appear by the Aﬀidavits of the 
| tinſhonexs, if they may be permitted. 
| ntheFear 93, the Rents of the Pariſh amounted to ten thouſand Pounds per 4nz. and now 
agg not {ix thouſand Pounds per Ann. and yet pay Taxes proportionable to ten thouſand 
Pounds per Ann. ſo that the Caſe of this Pariſh is ſuch, as a Man having in 93 two hundred a 
founds per Ann. and in 98, one hundred Pounds per Azz. is loit by virtue of an Act of Parlt- | 
| Went, and yet muſt pay Taxes to the King as it he had the two hundred Pounds per Anz. 

The Eſtates within the Mizt, Rales, &c. are ſuch as will be ſold fer Six and Eight Years 
| Purchaſe, and yet pay more than five Shillings in the Pound, when ſome other Eſtates worth 
Woand twenty Years purchaſe, tis very probable pay not above twelve Pence in the Pound.
